2016 Neighborhood Council (NC) Elections: 


Monthly ClerkSTAT 
Meeting Conducted 


All of the NC ballot voting model business rules and race logic have been completed, approved 
and entered into the election database. This will serve as the source for the ballot style definitions 
for both the online voting and polling-place-only voting ballot types. 

Street range sample data was provided to the online voting vendor, Everyone Counts. The data is 
a sampling of two neighborhood council street segments to be used for building and testing the 
online voter registration application. 

Regular working meetings continue with EmpowerLA and EveryOne Counts to develop the online 
stakeholder registration and voting portals. 

The City Clerk will house Department of Neighborhood Empowerment as-needed personnel at 
Piper Technical Center. City Clerk staff is coordinating the necessary space and equipment. 

On October 6, City Clerk staff and the Los Angeles County Registrar-Recorder/County Clerk staff 
jointly participated in the Diversity/Disability Awareness Day hosted by CalTrans. Staff conducted 
a voter registration drive that yielded two new voter registrations.

Confidential Documents for Closed Sessions Go Paperless - As part of the continued effort to move to a paperless agenda 
managed environment, the Council and Public Services Division began another phase of its electronic record keeping. Through 
collaboration with the City Attorney's Office, we began receiving and disseminating City Attorney confidential materials via an 
encrypted email system on October 2. This will reduce hours of manual labor, eliminate paper usage and storage costs and place 
better controls over materials distributed. It also allows Council and staff to have electronic access via their mobile devices. 

Neighborhood and Business Improvement Districts: 

The South Park BID was honored with the Global Pinnacle Award for improvements in public space by the International Downtown 
Association at its 61st Annual Conference in San Francisco, CA. 
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Streaming Council Meetings - Granicus Video and Audio Hardware - The Information Technology Agency upgraded eight encoder 
servers this week. City Clerk staff upgraded Live-Manager software on six computers for the committee rooms to be compatible with 
the new hardware. 

Digital Preservation Grant - A grant application was submitted to the National Historic Records and Publications Commission 
(NHPRC) for funding to accelerate the scanning of the City Council files from 1980 - 2004. We are seeking $112,137 in federal funding 
over three years to be matched by City funding and in-kind contributions to the project. The City Clerk's Office is committed to 
scanning the Council Files from 1980 - 2004 and has initiated the project this fiscal year. With current funding levels budgeted for 
digital conversion of records, this project could take 20 years. The funding support requested could shorten the project by 15 years. 
Funding determinations by the NHPRC will be made towards the end of this fiscal year and funding could start in July of 2016. 

Back Scanning of Council Files - The scanning vendor is imaging the first batch of council files from 2004. We anticipate processing 
approximately 10 batches in two week cycles enabling us to complete this fiscal year's portion of the project by April 2016. 

Records Storage RFP - We are scheduling a hearing for the second vendor from whom we received a protest of our intended vendor 
selection. We have learned that the first vendor to protest has challenged the awarding of a local business credit to the selected 
vendor. That issue is to be resolved between the challenging vendor and the Bureau of Contract Administration. We are following up 
with BCA to obtain their determination as soon as possible.
